London. June ll.—The news of the re­ 
ported m assacre of the English, French 
and A m erican m issionaries a t Cheng Tu 
h as created g reat excitem ent in this 
city. Up to a late hour no definite ad­ 
vices had been received. There are 
m any English m issionaries in China and 
letters from them have for some tim e 
contained intim ations of an expected 
o u tb u rst of anti-foreign sentim ent in 
in terio r cities. The m eager dispatches 
th u s fa r received indicate th a t not only 
th e m issionaries, but the women and 
children at the m ission 
houses 
were 
killed. There are fears th a t other m is­ 
sions will be attacked.

Chicago, June ll.—A fire started in the 
le a r of the Calum et 
F u rn itu re 
com­ 
pany’s store in a tw o-story fram e build­ 
ing in Ninety-second street, near H ous­ 
ton avenue, South Chicago, early this 
m orning and spread rapidly to adjoin­ 
ing buildings, both east and west, and 
to H ouston avenue. Six buildings are 
a total loss and it will cost $60,000 to re­ 
place them . In addition to these, sev­ 
eral sm all business 
houses adjoining 
the burned buildings 
were 
p artially 
dam aged by fire, sm oke and w ater, the 
total of which will sum up $20,000 more. 
Though the fire broke out a t an hour 
when m any persons were asleep in the 
buildings, fortunately no one w as in­ 
jured. It was one of the biggest fires 
which have visited South Chicago since 
the big lum ber yard fire during the 
W orld’s F a ir year. It is impossible as 
yet to get any estim ate of the insurance 
but m ost of the losses are partially in­ 
sured. It is estim ated th a t a q u arter of 
a million dollars is the full loss.

NO NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 


Chinese Legation Not Informed of the 
Reported Rioting. 
W ashington, June ll.—Y esterday sta te 
d ep artm en t officials, after investigating 
th e reports of the Chinese m assacre, 
said th a t they thought an erro r had 
been m ade in the transm ission of the 
nam e of the place where the m assacre 
is said to have occurred. It is believed 
th a t this nam e instead of Cheng Tu 
should be Cheng Te. the capital of H u­ 
nan. In this place there are a num ber 
of foreign m issionaries, and the an ti­ 
foreign feeling is very strong. In 1893 
th ere were threaten in g dem onstrations 
by the people, and the m issionaries were 
kept for some tim e in a state of terro r 
by the display of placards abusing the 
“foreign devils’’ and w arning th e n a ­ 
tives ag ain st affiliation w ith them . The 
condition of affairs w as regarded by 
U nited S tates M inister Denby as grave 
enough to w a rra n t representations to 
th e Chinese governm ent and the facts 
w ere m ade the subject of several re­ 
p o rts from the m inister to the sta te de­ 
p artm en t. Cheng Te is ac9essible to 
sm all gunboats and a B ritish w arship 
visited the neighborhood years ago. The 
Chinese 
legation has received no in­ 
form ation as to the reported m assacre 
of all m issionaries 
in 
Cheng Tu or 
Cheng Te, and strong hopes are en ter­ 
tained th a t the affair m ay be less seri­ 
ous th an the m eager reports indicate. 


FRUIT CROP OF 1 8 9 4 . 


Season Was Peculiarly 
Disastrous and 
Unprofitable In Most Lines. 
W ashington, June ll.—The review of 
the fru it condition of the country for 
1894 by the pom ologist of the agricul­ 
tu ra l departm ent characterizes the sea­ 
son as peculiarly disastrous and un ­ 
profitable in m ost lines of fru it culture. 
In the east and south the result w as 
largely due to unfavorable clim atic con­ 
ditions 
F a ir fru it crops were h arv est­ 
ed, however, in the New England, m id­ 
dle A tlantic and lake states, and in 
portions of M issouri, K ansas and Ne­ 
braska. W est of the Rocky M ountains 
there w as an ab u n d an t yield, but losses 
due to the paralysis of freight traffic 
during the railroad strikes in June and 
July, 
together w ith 
the low prices 
caused by the prevailing industrial de­ 
pression, resulted in very low net re­ 
tu rn s to the grow ers and shippers of 
th a t region. The year was ch aracter­ 
ized by exceptional extrem es of h eat 
and cold, drought and m oisture In dif­ 
ferent sections. 


Santa Fe Shops Burning and the Fire 
May Spread to Residences. 
A rkansas City, K an., June ll.—At I 
o’clock 
this m orning the

F e 
roundhouse and repair shops in this 
city w ith all their contents took fire. 
The greatest excitem ent prevailed, as 
the volunteer fire departm ent was to­ 
tally unable to cope w ith the flames, 
and it w as feared they would spread 
to the residence district. No one knows 
how the fire caught. There were ten or 
fifteen engines in the roundhouse, and 
the best estim ate th a t can be m ade d u r­ 
ing the excitem ent is th a t the loss will 
be from $100,000 to $150,000.

Key W est, Fla., June ll.—It is known 
th a t the expedition th a t left this coun­ 
try W ednesday night landed in the pro­ 
vince of Las Villas, near Sagua Lachi- 
co, Cuba. 
The expedition was under 
the com m and of Gen. Roloff. Im m edi­ 
ately upon landing the party was joined 
by 2,500 insurgents, under com m and of 
Zayas, Castillo and Reyes.

The True Story of the Murder ut Omaha

m ents in the Ish m urder case indicate 
th a t Jam es Ish and not his wife shot 
Chappell at the Ish residence Sunday 
evening. 
W hen 
Ish 
w as 
told 
th a t 
people generally believed th at he did 
the 
shooting he 
asked; 
“Can. they 
blam e me for doing it? My God! I did 
not know th a t my wife w as u n true to 
me until S atu rd ay .” 
He was asked: “ Did you send the let­ 
ter to Chappell which brought him to 
your home or did you find him in 
a 
com prom ising 
position 
w ith 
your 
w ife?” 
“I did not know of any letter,” 
he 
f.nswered. 
“I did not send any letter 
to him, and no one can blam e me for 
w hat I did. My God, I am not to blam e 
because she was u n true to me. I told 
the story I did to save her reputation, 
and I did it to save her.” 
As Ish related it, the story of the 
crim e is this: W hen Chappell cam e to 
his house a t the rem arkable tim e he did 
to fix the sewing m achine Ish was sa t­ 
isfied th a t he had come to m eet Mrs. 
Ish. A fterw ard when Ish left the room 
to go dow nstairs he w ent 
only 
p art 
w ay, returning im m ediately. 
Looking 
Into the room he saw the m an ap p aren t­ 
ly attem pting to kiss Mrs. Ish, they be­ 
ing in 
each o ther’s em b race He fired 
the shot th a t took effect in the back of 
Chappell’s head. 
In falling Chappell 
attem pted to use his own revolver, but 
th e shots w ent wild. 
As Chappell lay 
on the floor Ish fired half a dozen more 
bullets into his body. 
Mrs. Ish ran out into the kitchen and 
excitedly told the first com er th a t she 
had killed the m an for assaulting her, 
and on her en treaty to save her rep u ta­ 
tion Ish corroborated her story. 
Officers inform ed Mrs. Ish th a t her 
husband had confessed. 
She 
broke 
iiown com pletely and said to Police Ma 
tron Cum m ing: 
“W hy did he tell this? It is tru e th at 
Jim m y fired the shots. 
W e had fixed 
up the story and had agreed th a t we 
would sw ear th a t I fired the shots. W e 
thought th a t I could get out of it bet­ 
ter th an he.” 
New facts discovered go to show th at 
.Chappell and Mrs. Ish had been inti­ 
m ate for several m onths and it is con­ 
clusively shown th a t on th e. m orning 
preceding the m urder Ish w as search­ 
ing for the m an who 
w as afterw ard 
killed a t the Ish cottage.

This reservoir is filled by motor power 
obtained from an artificial fall of the 
w aters at the Rhone, where it leaves 
the lake. A t the entrance of the harbor 
a w aterspout is provided, which is tu rn ­ 
ed on only Sunday and several evenings 
during the wTeek.

gest in Europe, rising to nearly 300 feet 
in the air. 
In clear w eather it can be 
seen from afar and appears like a sai 
oscillating in the wind.

In its use fo r 
tipping gold liens, in w hich it is special­ 
ly serviceable, the * grains of it, w’hich 
are flat, like gold dust, are picked out 
w ith m agnifying glasses.—New York 
Sun.
